tion of  an  oil  fired  heating  system  for  the  Peaked  Hill

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($150.00) 
to  cooperate  with  the  State  in  control  of  White  Pine

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  for 
support  of  Town  Libraries.   ($500.00)* 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Two  Thousand  Dollars  ($2,000.00) 
for  tarring  and  sealing  highways.  ($2,000.00)* 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  following 
Town  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Town  Planning  Board. 
Purpose:     To  promote  the  Health,  Safety  and  General 

Welfare  of  the  Town  of  Gilmanton,  the  fol- 
lowing ordinance  is  hereby  enacted  under  the 
authority  granted  by  R.S.A.  31:60. 


SECTION  1.  The  following-  regulations  apply  to  all  dwell- 
ings and  commercial  buildings,  constructed  after  this 
ordinance  is  passed. 

A.  Anyone  intending  to  build  a  dwelling,  install  a 
mobile  home,  or  erect  a  commercial  building  must 
notify  the  Town  Clerk  at  least  15  days  prior  to 
building,  by  filling  out  a  certificate  of  intention. 

B.  Chimneys  and  flues  must  be  tile  lined  and  sup- 
ported by  a  foundation  which  extends  at  least 
two  feet  into  the  ground.  Stovepipes  which  pass 
through  partitions  must  be  surrounded  by  ade- 
quate fireproof  material. 

C.  Foundations  must  be  of  concrete,  cement  block, 
brick  or  stone.  Wood  posts  may  be  used,  pro- 
vided said  posts  are  set  on  a  rock,  concrete,  ce- 
ment blocks  or  brick  base. 

D.  All  electrical  wiring  circuits  must  be  fused  and 
connections  must  be  made  in  metal  junction 
boxes  with  at  least  No.  14  wire.  (National  Board 
of  Underwriters  Specifications.) 

E.  Dwellings  must  have  adequate  sanitary  disposal 
facilities. 

F.  Building  must  be  framed  according  to  conven- 
tional building  practices,  neither  roofs  or  sides 
of  buildings  shall  be  permanently  covered  with 
felt  paper. 

SECTION  II.  No  building  shall  be  located  nearer  than 
20  feet  from  the  edge  of  a  public  highway  or  a  road 
laid  out  for  acceptance  by  the  Town,  or  10  feet  from 
the  edge  of  its'  lot. 

SECTION  III.  Building  lots  must  be  at  least  10,000 
(Ten  Thousand)  square  feet  in  area  and  at  least 
85  feet  frontage. 

SECTION  IV.  The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Board  of 
Adjustment  of  five  members  who  will  serve  without 
pay  for  the  terms  specified  in  R.S.A.  31:67:  This 
Board  shall  have  authority  to  allow  variances  from 
the  terms  of  this  ordinance  where  it  can  be  shown 
that  unnecessary  hardship  would  otherwise  result. 

SECTION  V.  Enforcement  of  these  ordinances  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Board  is 
hereby  given  the  power  and  authority  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  by  seeking  an  injunction 
in  the  Superior  Court  and  by  any  other  appropriate 
legal  action. 


19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  vote 
taken  on  Article  21  at  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  12, 
1956,  and  to  abolish  the  Planning-  Board  of  the  Town  of 
Gilmanton.  (Inserted  upon  the  application  of  ten  or  more 

voters). 

20.  To  se  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of 
Seventy-five  Hundred  Dollars  ($7,500),  by  note  of  the 
Town  to  be  paid  in  five  years  (1/5  each  year),  to  blacktop 
Loon  Pond  Road,  commencing'  at  Route  No.  107.  (Inserted 
upon  the  application  of  ten  or  more  voters,  and  submitted 
without  approval  by  the  budget  committee). 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  use  the  sum  of 
Two  Thousand  Two  Hundred  Ninety-nine  Dollars 
($2,299.00)  that  was  raised  to  buy  land  at  Loon  Pond 
and  later  put  into  capital  reserve,  for  graveling  and  widen- 
ing the  Stone  Road,  to  be  done  under  the  direction  of  the 
Selectmen.  (Inserted  upon  the  application  of  ten  or  more 
voters.) 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000), 
by  note  to  be  paid  over  a  three  year  period,  to  purchase 
two  town-owned  trucks  for  use  on  town  highways,  bids  to 
be  received  for  the  purchase  of  these  trucks.  (Inserted 
upon  the  application  of  ten  or  more  voters,  and  submitted 
without  approval  by  the  budget  committee. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  one  road 
agent  for  the  Town  of  Gilmanton,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  upon  the  submission  of  proper  qualifications, 
vote  on  this  article  to  be  taken  by  ballot,  using  the  check- 
list. (Inserted  upon  the  application  of  ten  or  more  voters.)

After  the  vote  to  raise  $500.00  for  Civil 
Defense  Organization  for  the  ensuing  year  was  defeated 
by  a  vote  of  Yes  54  —  No  56,  it  was  then  voted  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00  for  the  Organization 
with  full  realization  that  should  a  major  emergency  be 
created  more  money  will  have  to  be  used.

$1,500.00  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Corner  Fire  De- 
partment and  the  sum  of  $350.00  for  the  purpose  of  a 
resuscitator  for  the  use  of  the  Corner  Fire  Department. 
Vote  Yes  80  —  No  27. 

Art.  6.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,500.00  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Iron  Works  Fire 
Department. 

Art.  7.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$200.00  for  the  prevention  and  fighting  of  forest  fires. 
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Art.  8.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,000.00  for  the  renovation  and  painting  of  the  interior 
of  the  Town  Hall. 

Art.  9.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$75.00  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

Art.  10.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $10,178.02  for  Summer  Maintenance. 

Art.  11.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $10,000.00  for  Winter  Maintenance. 

Art.  12.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$6,000.00  for  the  payments  of  Long-  Term  Notes. 

Art.  13.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,141.98  for  Town  Road  Aid. 

Art.  14.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$100.00  toward  the  support  of  the  Wolfeboro  Hospital. 

Art.  15.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$100.00  toward  the  support  of  the  Laconia  Hospital. 
Vote  Yes  71  —  No  57. 

Art.  16.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$300.00  for  the  care  of  Cemeteries. 

Art.  17.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$200.00  to  cooperate  with  the  State  in  Control  of  White 
Pine  Blister  Rust. 

Art.  18.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$500.00  for  the  support  of  Town  Libraries. 

Art.  19.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,000.00  for  tarring  and  sealing  highways. 

Art.  20.  Voted  not  to  rescind  the  action  taken  on 
March  8,  1959,  to  adopt  a  non-partisan  ballot  system  for 
the  election  of  town  officers. 

Art.  21.  Voted  to  refer  this  matter  back  to  the 
committee  for  further  study.  Vote  Yes  82  —  No  41. 

Voted  favorably  for  a  motion  made  by  Col.  Emond 
that  the  Selectmen  appoint,  a  Committee  to  study  the 
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feasibility  of  procuring-  and  installing-  necessary  portable 
generators  in  the  Town  Hall  and  Corner  School  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  adequate  emergency  electric  power 
to  assure  heat  and  water  supply  to  these  buildings.  Com- 
mittee to  prepare  recommended  actions  for  further  actions 
of  the  Budget  Committee  and  Town  Meeting,  March,  1963.

After  counting  the  ballots,  meeting  adjourned   at 
1:05  A.  M.  March  14,  1962.

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PREVENTING  FOREST  FIRES  IS  OUR 
RESPONSIBILITY 


Costs  of  suppressing  carelessly  set  outdoor  fires  in 
New  Hampshire  in  1962  cost  the  persons  responsible 
$5,545.00.  In  the  same  period,  the  cost  to  the  cities  and 
towns  for  control  of  such  fires  for  which  no  responsibility 
could  be  placed  cost  another  $24,634.00.  What  utter  waste 
of  tax  money  and  what  shameful  and  needless  loss  of 
timber  and  esthetic  values  in  the  2200  acres  burned.  Resi- 
dences, farms,  and  other  business  places  were  threatened 
with  possible  total  destruction. 

Carelessly  set  man  caused  fires  can  be  prevented  if 
every  citizen  remembers  his  responsibility  in  regard  to 
any  source  of  fires  in  the  open.  We  can  help  to  keep  our 
fire  loss  low  by  remembering  these  simple  rules. 

1.  Dispose  of  burnable  waste  at  the  town  dump. 

2.  If  waste  or  brush  is  to  be  burned  on  the  premises, 
obtain  a  permit  from  the  forest  fire  warden.  Sea- 
sonal permits  may  be  issued  for  approved  in- 
cinerators and  sites. 

3.  Burn  safely  by  picking  a  clean  site,  avoiding  dry 
windy  weather  and  preferably  burning  late  in 
the  day. 

4.  Have  something  to  keep  the  fire  under  control  — 
pails  of  water,  garden  hose,  sprinkling  can, 
broom  for  grass  fires  or  shovel  will  help. 

5.  Be  sure  your  fire  is  dead  out  before  you  leave  it. 

6.  If  the  fire  gets  out  of  control  or  if  you  see  a  fire 
out  of  control,  report  promptly  to  your  warden 
or  fire  department.  Continue  to  fight  it  until  help 
arrives. 

There  is  potential  danger  when  matches  fall  into  the 
hands  of  children.  It  is  never  too  early  for  parents  to  in- 
stall in  the  child's  mind  a  respect  for  fire. 
Keep  our  town  safe  from  fire. 
In  1962  we  had  4  fires. 
We  burned  33  acres. 
Permits  issued,  212.

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board,  Parents  and 

Citizens: 


This  report  includes  the  statistical  information  neces- 
sary for  the  educational  history  of  the  town. 

The  school  enrollments  of  the  two  schools  remains  at 
approximately  the  same  numbers  for  several  years  and 
the  census  figures  do  not  show  trends  leading  to  any  over- 
crowded conditions. 


The  three  largest  items  in  the  school  budget  are 
teachers'  salaries,  tuition  and  transportation.  The  trans- 
portation costs  are  very  low  in  comparison  with  other 
communities.  The  district  made  an  excellent  educational 
advance  when  it  was  decided  to  have  the  high  school  bus 
cover  Belmont  High  School  as  well  as  Laconia  High 
School.  The  enrollment  at  Belmont  has  greatly  increased 
and  the  Belmont  High  School  has  made  tremendous  ad- 
vances in  the  last  two  years  with  a  modern  curricula  in 
college,  commercial,  shop,  home  economics,  and  general 
courses.  The  classes  are  small  in  number  with  the  oppor- 
tunity of  individual  assistance.  The  district  also  pays 
transportation  costs  of  pupils  wishing  to  attend  other 
high  schools. 

The  tuition  rates  will  continue  to  rise  for  high  school 
pupils.  The  Laconia  rate  for  1963-1964  will  be  $426,  the 
Belmont  rate  $380,  and  the  Pittsfield  rate  $426. 

The  teachers'  salaries  will  continue  to  rise.  The  state 
average  for  grades  1-8  teachers  for  1963-1964  is  $4900. 
Beginning  teachers  for  next  year  who  are  college  gradu- 
ates are  asking  $4200. 

The  Gilmanton  School  Board  has  been  very  cognizant 
of  the  needs  of  the  schools  and  has  furnished  excellent 
textbooks,  supplies  and  educational  equipment.  It  has  also 
done  an  excellent  job  in  keeping  the  schools  in  repairs  and 
in  the  best  possible  condition. 
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May  I  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the 
School  Board,  the  Parent-Teacher  Associations,  the  teach- 
ers, the  cafeteria  workers,  the  bus  operators,  and  all 
parents  and  citizens  for  their  cooperation  with  the  Gil- 
manton  Schools.
